Mr. Itenth pointed out that In the most populous
part of tho restdenco section of Chicago thero
were only threo dollverlcs a day, and In a largo
put of the business sections tbero were
fiwer deliveries a day than in tho restdenco
portion of New York. Hundred of Postmasters
hare recently visited tho department asking for
increases In tbelr carrier service. Many towns
in the West bavo been enabled to get along with
svsmull number of carriers during the past four
years because, on account of, tho business de-

pression, the amount of mall was comparatively
small. Hut, now that business is Increasing,
the volume of mall Is heavier, and In many In-

stances the number of carriers must be In-

creased, oven if tbo number of trips remains tho
same.

SI r. Qulgg admitted that the other cities should
be taken caro of, but rejected the Idea that they
should be cared for at tho expense of the service
In New York.

Mr. Hoath said he would bo glad to give New
York all tho facilities possible, and acknowl-
edged thnt undor tho now rule thero was dan-
cer of tho ofllco in Now York becoming con-
gested.

Tho rocclpts of
the department have increased about 15 per
cent, within the last year, and the velumo of
business has increased in the same proportion
It was not. theroforo, just to expect the
department to continue business on the same
appropriations, nor could it curtail the ter-
ritory covered by the y system.
Only y ho received a letter from a
Philadelphia firm, which sends out 60,000 let-
ters a year, complaining that It is in the resi-
dence portion of the city, and that its mall camo
from the Post Office to a station and was thonce
distributed by carriers. The firm complained
that its mall was frequently delayed thero for
several hours.

Northwestern Elevated llallroad of Catenae
Wants Damages for Lib.!.

CniCAOo, 111., Jan. 0. Tho Northwestern
Klovated llallroad Company of this city has In-

stituted a suit for $500,000 damagos against
tho Chicago Daily Sties, an evening no'wspapcr
owned by VIstor F. Lawson. The causo of tho
suit Is tho publication of statements "intended
to injure tho crodlt nnd crlpplo tho business of
tho rond." A. S. Trade, tho crimi-
nal lawyer, brings tho suit. Tho A'cics printed
an editorial articlo on Dec. 31 last entitled
"Northwostorn Elovntod Dandlts," in.which.the
following statements wcro mado:

"Tho extension of tlmo for tho construction
ot tho Northwestern Klcvntod rood is another
xnovo In the gamo ot fleecing tho publlo of
America and Europe. Last year they
tried to raid tho foreign market, but dismally
failed. Thoy now want more tlmo. When it
Is all over wo shall hear that tho road Is built,
tho projectors havo grabbod their profltB and
retired, and to the lasting disgrace and the last-
ing hurt of lezltlmato enterprises here the
people of Europe will bo in possession of a
batch ot bonds which must bo foreclosed and
'scaled down' and 'charged oft.' The wholo
business Is as Infamous as any ot tho hundred
and ono other enterprises of a llko character
In which tho sauio bandits have boen engaged.
It matters not whether it la a pirated machine
for typesetting or a humbug wire trust. What-
ever or wherover it Is tho gang Is 'out for the
stuff' and tho investor is to bo left holding an
empty bag."

A man of tho highest authority as regards the
affairs of tho Northwestern Klovated road
mado tho following statement this evening
concerning tho suit:

"Tho newspapers of Chicago which constitute
the nonspaper trust have been printing for
some time just such falsehoods as those com-
plained of in this case.

J. P. Morgan & Co. have purchased a majority
of the stock of tbo Now York, Susquehanna and
Western llallroad Company. It is understood
that the purcbaso has been mado in tho interest
of the Erie llallroad Company, and that In a few
weeks the Erie will make a fair offer to the hold-
ers of tho minority stock. That thero had been a
change In the control was disclosed yestorday
by the turning into the Susquehanna Company's
ofllco ot about half the total amount of stock
outstanding, namely, 120,000 shares. The stock
will bo transferred to names furnlBbod by J. P.
Morgan & Co. Its acquirement by that firm has
extended ovor several months, tho stock having
been bought principally In thu open market.

CALL TO PARTY SOUNDED.

BANNA. MEN ASK BEPVBZ.ICAN3 TO

COME TO COLUMBUS.

They Want a Monster Mat. Meeting to Inttrnct
nepre.eniatlvea to Ktip the Party Fallh
and Abide 1)7 Tartr Fledaea Democrat,
and lllver nepabllcaui necomlns; nesttv.

Columbus, O., Jan. 0. Tho Republican State
Executlvo Committee, headed by Oeorge K.
Nash, Issued an address to tho

party of tho Stato, calling upon
to leavo their homos nnd.como to the

capital to tako part In an Immcnso mass moot-
ing called to bring into lino tho recalcitrant
Republican members of tho Legislature who
ore purposing to defeat tho will of the party.
Tho call says:

"Tho Constitution provides that the people
havo a right to assomblo In a poacoable man-
ner to consult for their common good, to In-

struct their representatives, and to petition the
General Assembly for tho redress ot griev-
ances."

Tho call thon notes tho nctlon ot the party
last sutuinor In indorsing Hanna nnd con-
cludes:

"Not In anger, but with shame, wo Inform
you that souio of your representatives tn tho
General Assembly havo Joined in this unholy
compact, and there Is gravo danger that thoy
will disregard your wishes and oxpressod in-

struction. Wo theroforo call upon you to as-

somblo and consult as to bow our Stato can bo
saved from this Infamy and to petition your
roproientatlves by your presence nnd by your
words to faithfully perform tho duty which
you have Imposed upon them."

The appoal is signed by Chairman Nash,
Secretary Mnlloy, Treasurer Durdoll, nnd flvo
members of tho commlttco. Tho lssuanco of
such a proclamation shows the Intensity of
feeling that is moving tho Republicans ot tho
Stato. On tho day tho Republicans are to as-- .
scmble Gov. Bushnoll is to be inaugurated, and
among tho timid Uicro Is already a feeling that
thero may be a clash botween tho contesting
factions.

The Domocrats appear to bo as much at sea
now as their opponents. Senator Sullivan ha
a resolution to reorganize tho Senate and cleat
Republican clerks and ofllclals Instead of the
Domocrats now In, and it is proposed on the
other hand that tho Democrats do a little busi-
ness of tbo same kind. To hold Senator Burke
In line it is Buggostcd that Mr. Cromlsy, Demo-
crat, resign us President pro tern, and permit
tho election ot Mr. Ilurkc. The statement is
made that when tho regular elections wcro held
Senator Ilurko was Ineligible tor election to
that ofllco for tho reason that he was not a
member of the Senate at that tlmo. With
tho voto of Senator Ilurko tho Domocrats could

abend and rodtstrlct tho Stato, accomplish-nj- r
two objects at tbo same tlmo. Thoy could

gain two or threo Congressmen if not more
and at tho saruo tlmo they could assist their
Republican allies in getting con with Ucn.
Grosvenor. who has mndo himself obnoxious
to the combine through his activity for Hanna.
Grosvonor would bo put in a heavy Democratic!
district, where his abilities as "Old Figgers"
could have full nlny.

Several other Congressmen who have in-
curred the enmity of the combine leadors by
their devotion to llannn nro likely to bo remem-
bered in the redisricting bill. With tho vote
oCUurko tho bill could pass the Scnato easily,
and tho combine hnvlng n majority In the Houso
it would bocomoalawand too Ohio Republicans,
in addition to tho losses already sustained,
would loso in the lowor houso of Congress be-
sides.

Tho opposition came to nothing, as Major Blt-
tlnger' appointment was confirmed.

Whon he came to Canada circulars were sent
to the leading nowspapers and to prominent
citizen of Montreal giving tho details ot
tho incident In Major Bltttnger's career,
and they croated an unfavorable im-
pression. Major Blttlnger' namo was
prosoated somo woek ago for membership in
tho St. James Club, and tho vote was token to-

night. When tho ballot was counted it was
found that a large number of blackballs bad
been placed In the box and the application was
rejected. The Incident Is likely to lead to a
great deal of 111 fooling.

CANAL WORK TO QO ON.

Comptroller Robert. Suraratloo to Hop It Is
Opposed br the Canal Hoard.

Albany, Jan. C The members of tho Canal
Board are opposed to the ridiculous suggestion
of Stato Comptroller Robert that the canal im-

provement work be stopped at once, and that
the unexpended balance of tho 90,000,000 be
held in reserve until the peoplo have an oppor-
tunity to voto on the question ot spending the
additional $7,000,000 needed to complete the
work. It was learned y that the work un-
der tbe canal contracts already awarded will bo
continued, and that the unexnended balance ot
tho appropriation will be utilized to carry on the
work as far as possible. In accordance with tbe
views of Gov. Black, as oxpressod in his mes-
sage, the present Legislature will make pro-
vision for submitting to the people the question
ot making available tho additional money
needed to complete the work.

State Engineer Adams said y that he In-

tended that tho work should go on, and in-

timated that tho Comptroller would soon realize
that It was his duty to dispose of tho remainder
of tbe bonds callod for by tbo original appropria-
tion for canal Improvements. Otherwise the
canal contractors can mandamus tho Comp-
troller nnd eonipol him to Issue tbe bonds In or-

der to procure the money to pay the amount
due on their contracts.

BROOKLYN DRY DOCK A SWINDLE.

Defects la Construction la Par TTorae Condi-
tion Thau Was Bxpected.

Washington, Jan. 0. Report have been re-
ceived here which are said to show that culpa-
ble negligence was displayed by tbo civil engi-
neers charged with tbo work of building tbe
now dry dock at the Now York Navy Yard, and
which may lead to another Investigation. Sheet
piling, that should nave been driven thirty feet
Into the bottom, has beon found to bo barely
three feet in some Instances, and in others the
piles were so lightly sunk that they drifted
away. Constructor Howies, who has chargo of
tbe repair work, Is reported to havo said that
the dock was In a far worse condition than the
ofllclals expected, and that thore Is no telling
what may be disclosed as the work proceeds.
Tbo dock was originally designed to cost $370,-00-

hut 053,000 was oxpeuded on it, and
$100,000 is necessary now to put It in repair.
